Edward Unger has made a full confession of the 
butchery of August Bobles (that is the way tbe ex- 
sea captain spells his victim’s name). He says that 
the motive was self-defense. Once or twice he tried 
to “pump” Inspector Byrnes, but finding that officer 
mute as an oyster Unger was dogged and indifferent 
asever.

On the way back the prisoner kept bis eyes fixcd on 
the Inspector’s countenance.

On find- 
iny tuat Bohl’s legs were too Jong to go into the trunk 
I cut both feet trom the legs and stowed them in the 
trunk. I tben placed the trunk of the body on top of 
the legs'and I think the arm on top of the body. I 
took a part of Bohl’s clothes, with some papers, wiped 
the floor up and put them on topof the budy in the 
:trank. I locked the trunk aud lasned it with a rope. 
I then left my house, after clearing up the blood the 
best way I could, locking the door and taking the 
bead under my arm.

Tire reporter -was promptly on “hand and accom- 
panied the “oig tellow” and his brother Mike to the 
specialist’s rooms, The champion did not stop to get 
bis brcak fast. 

“It's set exactly wrong ; just as I thought from read- 
ing the reports,” was all the Doctor said as he rose 
from au cullection of forms, molds, castings, felt wrap- 
pers and a bundred other contrivances that suggested

moytb and with the palm toward the mouth 5. 

“This skeleton. atm, as you see,” he said, “bhas:two 
bones—the ulna and the radius. Nov, when I turn - 
the ‘band ‘so that the palm.is underneath, the radius . 
turns ona sort of pivot-at the elbow and ‘allows the 
end Nearest the band to play over the ulna. The bone 
set with the palm in that position would grow together 
so aSto prevent the band, after the break was weil, 
from being ever turned completely back again. By 
setting the bone as I have done, witb the palm of Sulli- 
van’s hand toward his mouth, he will be able to use 
his hand just as freely as ever he could, it nothing goes 
wrong, in about four weeks.”

MURDERED BY HIS WIFE. 








The tarming community on the line of the Jersey 
Shore or Pine Creek. Railroad, about a mile from 
Stokesdale Junction, Pa., was startled the morning of 
Jan. 2% bv the report thata murder had been com.

Vau Wert was a 
farmer, and a short time ago married bis wite, a girl 
scarcely fifteen years old. He bad a bad temper at 
times, wasaterror tothe neighborbood, and shortly 
after his wedding day exhibited bis sullen and dis- 
agreeable nature to his child-wife. He seemed to take 
every opportunity to quarrel with her, and frequently 
he beat her severely. She was atraid to live with bim 
alone.and theretore got Rose Brundage. a twelve 
year-old chi'd,to reside with them. About a week

murder her. He leftthe premises, however, without 
doivg any harm. Upon bis return be immediately 
commenced a quarrel on tbe statement that hé had 
been told that bis wife bad been untrue to him during 
his absence—in fact, that a man had lodged in the 
house—and be proposed to punish her for it. While 
this pretense was false, and he must have known it to 
be so, be commenced to beat ber unmercifully. The 
Brundage girl, thinking tbat Van Wert wou'd murder 
his wife and herselt fled from the house. 

In the meantime the young wile tried to escape, 
being chased from one room to another by ber hus- 
band, who brandished a dirk knife in his hand. Noti 
cing the girl's precipitate flight. Van Wert ran out 
doors and mounted a korse,and galloping after.the 
gir! soon overtook her.

The child was taken 
part of the way back, but the would-be murderer 
changed his mind and ordered her to go to ber home. 
VanWert then returned toward his bose, and when 
witbin a quarter of a mile of it he discovered his wife 
trving tomake her escape. He overtook her, huw- 
ever, and, brandishing the ugly blade, ran toward ber. 
Half crazed wit" fright, and stimulated with the idea 
that she must sel] her life as dearly as possible, she 
drew a revolver that she got in the house after be had 
lef, and as he made arush for her she stepped one, 
side, averted the blade and sent a bullet whizzing 
through bis neck near the jugular vein. VanWert 
staggered back, but renewed the attack and made a 
second plunge atthe woman. Ag:in she evaded the 
thrust, aud again she fired, the ball striking near

“Malley clergy. Befere going to Monson he preached 
ju Windsor, Vt., and Brunswick, Me. It is alleged 
that some time after the death of nis wife, four years 
ago, Mr. Byington paid marked attention to the niece 
and hieress of his phi'antrophic millionaire parish- 
ioner, Mrs. Lyon; that he proposed to her three times 
and that in May of last year he was accepted. 

In June he weit to Europe, and during his absence 
he became engaged to Miss Lulu Workman, a mem- 
ber of the ultra-fashionable circle in Worcester. The 
announcement of this latter engagement created an 
angry storm. Mrs. Lyon denounced the clergyman 
as a dishonest man and withdrew from the church, as 
did her niece, Wilham Flint of the Granite company, 
a wealthy and prominent man,S F. Cushman, a rieh 
manufacturer, and many others.

piuck and bottom displayed in such a wonderful degree as bv 
Sayers in the memorable battle. He was pitted azainst a man who 
was his equal in resolution, and rot very far inferior in skill, while 
in height, weight and length of reach the Yankee possessed a vast 
superiority. When Heenan stooi forth in the ring, he was con- 
fessed to be the most magnificent figure seen then within living 
memory. That Sayers should have fought so well as he did is the 
greatest triumph of the art of which he was then the acknowledged 

chief. Without doubt he possessed in the fullest measure all those 
qualities which in more deadly conflicts have shed imperishable 
glory on his country’sarms. All the world knows how the little 
*hampion fought, and doubtless the way he was fetéd aud caressed 
afterwards from the Prime Minister of that day downwards, has- 
tened his end. When Mace came to the front in 1861 by beat- 
ing the gigantic Sam Hurst in eight rounds, he was 
acknowledged to be the most scientific boxer that ever stood within 
the ropes.

Desverney, con- 
trary to the rules, stood over him and ae soon as he half 
rose he fell again evidently knowing that in his dazed 
condition he could not take another ‘‘paralyzer.’ He fell 
four times more from weakness and from blows he half avoided and 
then the referee, who had already cautioned him, gave the fight 
and the purse to Desverney. 


The fistic encounter between Pete McCoy of New 
York and Reddy Gallagher of Cleveland was foughtin Curry’s 
Hall, Cleveland. on Jan. 25. About 300 persons were present, and 
The men had agreed to fight with two 
ounce gloves according to ‘‘Police Gazette” rules. Gallagher stripped 
to 153 pounds and McCoy to 147 pounds. Gallagher's seconds were 
Jack King, ex-champion light-weight, and Hurry Pank, while Mc- - 
Coy was looked after by John Files. of Chicago, and Charles Kav- 
auauzh, of Cleveland, Tom Costello acted as referee. Gallagher 
is anew man in the ring. Tle has had but one fight before, whip- 
ping Jimm ‘Gonnellv, of Boston, in six rounds. He also sparred 
La Blanche four rounds and held his own. He is twenty-onéyears 
old and a very promising fighter. 

Rounp 1. — Both men,sparred cautiously for an opening. McCoy 
led with bia left, but was short. Then’ Gallagher's turn came, and 
he drove his left vicigusly into McCoy’s face. Shurp fighting at 
close quaters followed,.in which the Clevelandcr had the best of 
it. Both men played for the neck and stomach. McCoy's long 
reach was ofisct by clever dodging on the part of Gallagher. There 
were numerous clinches, and Gallagher’ aright played a tattoo on 
McCoy’s ribs. The result of these blows was soon seen by Pete's 
hard breathing, and when the round ended the latter had bellows 
to mend. Gallagher had the beat of it so far and his stock rose. 

2—The men opene! up in business style. Gallagher had ac- 
quire’ confidence and rushed at his man savagely, A left-hander 
in the mouth staggcre1 McCoy. and he went down, when Gallagher 
followed up the advantage with his right.

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A CHICAGO HORROR. 


John Watts, a’ sbell-worker aod pickpocket, was | 
stabbed and killed in George Wilson's saioon. at the 
northwest cérner-of Clark and South Water streets, 
Chicayo, early the other moroing, by Billy Hayes. an 
ex-convict.” fhe murder was one of the most cold. 
blooded affairs that bas occurred for vears, and wasall 
sbout a notorious woman known as Lillie Vail The 
murder i committed in the presence of the Vail 

voman, another weman oftbe same kind, named 
Biddy MeC4rty, and atough varhed George McCur 
mick. These three entered the saluon, in company 
with the murdered man, at about half past five 
o'clock, went into a small room back of the ice-chest, 
and were about to order drinks when three men en- 
tered tue saloon. One of them was Hayes. The three 
men took a dtink, when Hayes, hearing the voices !n 
the back room, at once went there. Without a word 
of warning he drewa long dirk-knife and advanced 
on Watts, who.stepped back a little, but the room was 
smaltand in an instant Hayes plunged the knife into 
Watts’ brenst, near the heart. Pulling out the olade 
he ran out ‘of the place, fouwed by his two comrades, 
Watts feltback into (he arms of Lillie Vail and died 
within @ fey momenis. McCormick thougDt It was no 
place for him, and be also made haste to get away 
from the'scene: 

The bartender, Dwyer, and Sam, the colored porter, 
were both busy when the murder was condmitted, 
Dwyer saw the three men enter the saloon almost im. 
mediately afer Watts, McCormick, and the two wo- 

men, He said that the smalier of the three, Hayes, 
remarked that. he ‘had a great mind to do tuat fel- 
low.” following this up with {te sentence: “I'll do 
bim now, — — him.’” Then he rushed into the 
back room and'came out with the bloody Knife in bis 
hand. Hayes had a black eye, the cesult of a personal 
encounter. Sam, the porter, tollowed Hayes and bis 
friends, Cut of tbe place, but Hayes turned upon bim 
with the knife in bis band and warned bim back. 
Sam did not tail to onserve the warning. The Central 
wagon was called tu remove the body of the murdered 
man to the morgue. 

Lillie Vail and Biddie McCarthy were both taken 
Into custody and locked up at the armory. Both were 
very drunk. They refused to tell L‘eut. Laugblio any- 
thing aoout-the murder. After some lsours’ ingaftcera- 
tion at the armors they were removed to a cell in the 
Central station. After they bad been locked up for 
some time, and had recovered from the effects of the 
preceding night’s 3 debanch, they consented to tell what 
they khew, 

The police were especially anxious to ascertain the 
veme of the murderer,which they did not know, but 
the women bad retused to talk, pretending not to be- 
lHeve that Watts was dead. From the women’s story 
it appears that they bad been drinking freely a@ night 
in various saloons on the West side. At avout 2 o’clock 
in the morning they entered Ublich’s bali, just across 
the bridge on North Clark street, where a bal) was in 
progress. A few minutes later they wept out and 
entered a North side saloon in company with Watts: 
and McCormick. A few minutes afterward Hayes 
came into thesaloon witha companion, and approucn. 
ing Lillie Vail asked if sbe was going home with bim. 
The woman gave a negative reply. whereapon Hayes 
suid with av oath that he would kill any man tn whose 
company sbe should Jeave the place. No aftention 
was paid to.the remark at the time, as all the parties 
concerned were drunk. Hayes was put out of the 
place as a nuisance. He waited aruvund until the 
wouwen and their escorts left the- place, at about 5:30 
o’clock, and followed them to Wilson's. 

Hayes was on intimate terms with Lillie Vatl some 
six years ago, when bottr lived in Cleveland, O, Haves 
was atfested for a robbery committed during Presi- 
dent Garfield’s funeral, and was sentenced to three 
years’ Imprisonment in the penitentiary at Columbus. 
He was released about eight. months ago. Lillie Vail 
say sshebas ‘had little to do with bim since bis release, 
but she Jeclares he was jealous of the attentions paid 
to ber by other Men. . Sbe says Watts was a stranger 
to him, She has deen on very ‘good terms with Watts 
during the past four years, Watts was not consideres 
a daLgérous criminal, but was rather a tool in the 
hands of’ more experienced men. He was twenty- 
three Sears of age, and his parents are respectable 
peuple juving on’ the West side. They were beart- 
broken over the violent death of theirson, and the 

disgtace be had brought upon them. Lillie Vail and 
“Bidays . ‘McCarthy are inmates of a dtsreputanle 

house'at No. 217 Randolph street. 

Lilie’Vall was tbe cause of the shooting of Henry 
Devine,‘a tough. ina house on Washington street, 
Chicago, nearly two years ago. Robert Bruce, a priv 
ate detective, was passing the house one night when 
Lillie ran out crying (hat se was being murdered. 
Bruce ghot and wounded her. assailant, Devine, and 
surrendered himself. He bas only lately finished a 
years’ sentence for the shooting.
